Roofs with Flame Wreatbed, 


Dragon Tipped Gables Seen 
Beneath Lofty Gilded 
Spires.

BANGKOK, Siam, Feb. 2.—Having seen 
the national symbol of Siam, the white ele- 
phant, we had a look through a gateway at 
the inner court and the long front of the 
great audience hall or throne room, conceded 
to be the most splendid modern building in 
the east. 

The architect has put picturesque Siamese 
roofs, with sharp gables overlapping eaves, 
afd the needle spires of religious construc- 
tions, on long running, th storied walls 
with a double, horseshoe staircase of en- 
trance, and the effect is good. 

We were only permitted to look in upon 
‘the place so near to royalty and to picture 
the interior of the long, lofty, gilded hall 
that holds the throne and umbrellas of state. 

The green portieres in the court are full 
of flowers, French and Italian majolica jars 
stand about, and at the far end of the court 
the gilded spire over the old audience hall 
completes a picture uniquely oriental, 


‘Beyond the wall of the main outer court 
there rises a group of spires like to nothing 
else out of Siam and undoubtedly the most 
uniqué and fantastic constructions of their 
kind to be found in the east. Black and 
white illustrations in no way express or 
prepare one for the reality, and the first view 
of the group of sacred edifices around the 
central boté, or image house, of the Wat 
Phra Kao or royal temple, makes one feel 
that the half had not been, could not be, told 
him. 

The cloister running entirely round the 
quadrangle is frescoed in a long series of 
sacred and legendary pictures. There are 
dark landscapes without perspective, and 
cloud bands form the background for figures 
well drawn and painted, and with a richness 


of gold leaf that has necessitated a wire 
f@feimg to protect the precious ornament 
ffm souvenir seeking tourists and their 


penkaives. 


The oblong bote or image house, the real 
temple and place of prayer, where the altar 
tae, is as splendid and dazzling an affair as 
faty Could invent, the most rococo and 
baroque construction in all the the orient,

r'yét, instead of being covered with 
Ged eat and bits of mirrors, it is incrusted 
Wi porcelain painted itn colors, and picked 
out With gold on all the columns and main 
lines. 
7he walls of the building are surrounded 
by Square columns, to which the many tiered, 
sharply gabled roofs extend. These roofs, 
with their fretted and fantastic eaves, each 
gable end a mass of gilded carvings in relief, 
sear away with flame wreathed, dragon 
tipped gables to where the central tower, or 
prapang, rises tier above tier, a blunt, ribbed 
pagoda, plainly derived from Hindu forms. 
Blué tiles, with yellow and green tiles in 
Bordering bands, glitter on these roofs, anda 
tow of golden wind bells, each witha golden, 
be leaf pendent, swing from the eaves, and 
Mag with strange melody as the wind stirs 
them. 


A marble balustrade with openwork carv- 
ing and tiling of old Chinese designs incloses 
thé great platform of this temple with gro- 
tesque guardian statues, some Chinese, some 
Buropean, and others cf Hindu origin. There 
innumerable little pagodas, round, spire 
Upped dagobas which grew from the original 
relie mounds along this boundary, and metal 
Umbrellas and pierced brass banners stand 
permanent decorations. 

The solid walls of the building are a dark, 
dull green, richly toned by the weather and 
the intense sunlight, with a decoration of 
large oval medallions in gold, a suggestion of 

, an impression as of walls hung 
with the richest Genoese velvet. | 

The thtee doorways are framed in carved 
and gilded columns upholding fretted gold 
pegoda roofs, and the doors themselves of 


black lacquer incrusted with fine designs | 


in pink mother of pearl are certainly the 
most beautiful doors I have ever looked 
upon. 


And then all around the sides of the build- 
the heavy shutters are of the same 
biaek lacquer as finely encrusted with pink 
The pearl work of Cairo and 
Canton is coarse carpentery beside this 
Siamese work, and pearl inlay is a fine art 
indeed when wrought with such exquisite 
e868, and each hairline strip of pearl is 


- @hosen carefully for its color. 


The three double doors at each end of 
this temple and the score of great shutters 
Closing the side windows are all inlaid with 
the rose shades of pearl. 

In another pagoda there is a great book- 
case or shrine closed with doors inlaid with 
the glittering green parts of the mother 
Df-pearl shell; and in yet another place the 
@0ors are inlaid with the white pearl. None 
cOmpared in beauty, however, with the 
iridescent shimmer of_ the pale rose pink 
pearl doors of the king’s palace temple. 

A polished marble pavement surrounds the 
bote, and stepping over the high golden 
door sill one came into a lofty interior, the 
dark frescoed walls showing scenes from the 
life of Buddha and the Ramayana, and the 

Capes of paradise, where those born 
&gain enjoy the beatific existence. 

The first effect of the dark walls with the 
Sweeps of figures and the masses of gilding 
Suggested just for a second the Sistine 
Cuapel; but there were no tourists with red 
beoks, no esthetic lying down and study- 
ing the lofty vault with paper cones and 
Opera glasses. Instead, the shining parquet, 
Which replaces the old, cold marble floor and 
ite silver wire carpets, polished, worn smooth 
4nd worn through with the hard usage of 
Kneeling and prostrate worshipers, was cov- 
efed with a motley company, mostly wom- 
m, who sat or sprawled on straw mats, 
each with a jar or bow! beside her, each 
Chewing slowly at a quid of betel. There 
Was a carved arm chair of open Chinese de- 
Gn arranged for the king, and the-equare 
Platform altar standing free in the middle 
Of the great hall rose terrace above ter- 
face, tier upon tier of gold carvings, span- 
Sled with glittering mirror points here and 
there, and set with gold ornaments, images, 
Snd flower offerings to the fifteen feet sum-~- 
TK, Where sits the emerald Buddna!

The conviction of United States Sena- 
tor Joseph R. Burton of a felony in con- 
nection with his official conduct will surprise 
no one in Kansas. Few of his senatorial as- 


sociates will be even mildly astonished. Bur-- 


ton’s character has been well known in Kan- 
sas for twenty years, and in the senate, 
while he has not been known so long, he has 
been shunned by the decent element there 
for two years, and his name has been writ- 
ten among the impossibles. 

For a dozen years before he went to Wash- 
ington as a senator from Kansas he was 4 
professional candidate for senatorial hon- 
ors. He had served a term or two in the 
lower house of the state legislature, where 
he openly solicited bribes and was charged 
dozens of times in the newspapers of the 
state with being a boodler without the slight- 
est resentment upon Burton's part. Time 
and again perfectly reputabie and financially 
responsible newspapers have charged Bur- 
ton with violating every obligation of life, 
social, moral, political, and financial, and 
he made no attempt to bring these newspa- 
pers to the bar of justice. : 

His most ardent enemies promised nothing 
more for him when he was elected to the 
senate than that he would reform. 

His election was due to the influence of 
railroads in state politics. Every local at- 
torney for the Rock Island, the Missouri 
Pacific, the Santa Fé, and the Union Pacific 
who had any influence was at Topeka work-

out of Chicago and St. Louis in the cam- 
paign which ended with Burton's election 
demanding that local Kansas railroad law- 
yerr support Burton or lose their places. 

A railroad has a right in politics for de- 
fense, but the railroads’ campaign for Bur- 
ton was not defensive, but offensive. It 
was a war of conquest. 

Before Burton had been senator six months 
he had alienated President Roosevelt bv 
recommending improper men for federal of- 
fice. His candidates were ignored and the 
men whom President McKinley had named 
for Burton were incontinently thrown out of 
office. 

To win a place fora follower Burton forged 
a telegram from Congressman Long indors- 
ing the Burton candidate to President Roose- 
velt, and when confronted with his deed 
by the president Burton tried to laugh it off. 

He allied himself with the beet sugar 
interest against the resolutions of the Kan- 
sas republican convention and in violation 
of his promise to President Roosevelt to 
stand by the administration in the campaign 


for Cuban reciprocity. 


He worked a shell’ game on the president 
by which Burton got Roosevelt’s signature 
to an indorsement of a midway show at St. 
Louis and tried to get the president to write 
a letter indorsing a patent toy, for whose 
manufacturers Burton was an “ attorney.” 

He has sustained his Kansas reputation 
with remarkable consistency, and has ended 
his political career by furnishing a horrible 
example to young men who would go into 
politics as a means of profit. He has been 
of no assistance to the railroads that elected 
him, because he could not be trusted with 
any important work, and his connection 
with even a worthy minor measure subjected 
it to suspicion. He was always being 
searched for “ the goods.”’

He has no philosophy of life, no horizon 
beyond office brokerage. 

WRten he retires from the senate he will 
give up the ambition of a lifetime and a great 
opportunity utterly frittered away. 

He will go out of office poor in worldly goods 
and still poorer in friends, and robbed of his 
good name, the only capital a man may have 
who begins life anew on the shady side of the 
hill. 

He has flourished and flaunted himself in 
the eyes of his people; young men have seep 
his wicked prosperity and have been misled 
to believe that mere smartness pays.

Yet by the miserable tragedy of his fall he 
has written for the whole nation an object 
lesson in the profitableness of decency and 
of the simple life, with its simple, homely 
rules of honesty and its plain, wholesonie 
joys. 

Providence economizes in her warnings. 
She ruins few men utterly, but when she 
does break a man entirely she makes the 
object big and the collapse terrible. 

This haggard, nerveless man who sat 
listening to the lawyers harangue the jury, 
with his face in his hands, the human pen- 
dulum that swung up and down the long 
corridors of the criminal court in St. Louis, 
speaking to no one, with blazing, terror-.

AIMS TO BAR PANAMA 


W. B. Wilson, Chicago Attorney, 
Wants to Tie Up Canal. 


‘Insists President Did Wrong in Choos- 
ing Shorter Route. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special.]~— 
Warren B. Wilson of Chicago today filed a 
petition in the Supreme court of the District 
of Columbia for an order restraining Secre- 
tary Shaw from paying out of the treasury 
any funds to Panama for the right of way 
of the interoceanic canal or to the Panama 
Canal company for its property or for the 
construction of the canal. 

Mr. Wilson asks the court to enjoin Secre- 
tary Shaw from paying $10,000,000 to Panama 
for the concessions granted; to restrain him 
from paying to the Panama Canal company 
$40,000,000 for its property, and to prevent 
the disbursement of any funds for digging 
the canal. Mr. Wilson questions the con- 
stitutionality of the acts of President Roose: 
velt in directing these payments. 


Based on Clause in Constitution. 

The petition filed by Mr. Wilson is on his 
own behalf and that of other persons. It 
is based on section 9, article 1 of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which provides 
that "no money shall be drawn from the 
treasury but in consequence of appropria- 
tions made by law.” 

The petitioner refers to the law of June 28, 
1902, which directed the president to secure 
concessions from Nicaragua, if possible, and 
if he fails to do so after a reasonable time 
to negotiate with Colombia. Since this law 
was enacted Panama has set up an independ- 
ent government. Therefore, Mr. Wilson de- 
ciares, if the law is constitutional its 
terms and conditions have not been com- 
plied with, and they do not authorize the pro- 
posed payments or other things of which he 
complains. if these payments are made, Mr. 
Wilson declares, they will be in violation of 
the constitution, 

As a preamble to his petition Mr. Wilson 
cites the history of the canal negotiations be- 
tween the United States and Colombia and 
their failure. He also makes the text of the 
isthmian canal treaty part of his complaint. 


Shaw Considers It “Technical.” 

When Secretary Shaw was seen tonight 
he said that in his opinion the sult was 
a “technical” one, and it would not inter- 
fere in any way with the government. It is 
more than likely the court will decline to 
issue a writ of injunction. So far as can 
be learned Mr. Wilson does not represent 
persons of large financial interests. At one 
time he was president of a syndicate which 
held lands twenty-five miles square on the 
route of the proposed Nicaraguan canal. 
This interest is said to be responsible for 
the. bringing of the suit.

Chicagoan Beats Roulette in N ew 
York; Murder Nearly Results. 


OIL TRUST LAWYER IN FIGHT. 


Figures in Red Light Drama Stand 
‘High in Business Circles, 


New York, March 28.—[Special.]—A mur- 
der was narrowly averted in a gambling 
house a few nights ago, a quarrel having 
arisen between one of the proprietors and an 
employé who was charged with an attempt 
to favor a player. 

Involved in the quarrel were a representa- 
tive of one of the largest business firms 
in Chicago, a Standard Oil lawyer, several 
well known business men of this city, and 
a Brooklyn gambler. The dispute was re- 
sumed in Broadway, where the Standard 
Oil lawyer was knocked down and rendered 
unconscious for so long a time that his 
friends feared his skull was fractured. . With 
the assistance of a physician he was brought 
to consciousness and found to be only slight- 
ly injured. 


_ Chicago Men Lose Heavily. 

It was in that gambling house in the West 
Forty-second street precinct, controlled by 
a syndicate of which “ Al”’ Adams, “ Shang” 
Draper, and ‘* Lou " Betts are members, that 
the fight took place. In it two well known 
Chicago business men lost $16,000 in a few 
hours’ play about a fortnight ago. 

The Chicago man and a business man, with 
a Brooklyn gambler named Curtiss, went to 
the gambling house, of which Betts is the 
manager. The visitor from Chicago pur- 
chased $500 worth of chips. The lawyer also 
purchased $500 worth of chips. Neither man 
was fortunate and they were not long in 
losing a total of $8,500, of which the Standard 
Oil man contributed $3,500. 


Easy Money at Roulette. 

Then the visitor from Chicago turned his at- 
tention to roulette with pleasing results. The 
man who operated the wheel for the house 
was more than half intoxicated. He permit- 
ted the player to make wagers much larger 
than the limit, and In paying the wagers he 
passed out chips almost regardless of the 
amount. Soon the roulette wheel stood to 


pay the player $11,500. 


Then the attention of “Lou” Betts was 
called to what was going on. Much enraged 
he displaced the employé. He spun the rou- 
lette ball himself. The employé told the 
players they might as well cash in their 
chips, as it would be impossible to win a bet 
from Betts. 

Quarrel in Private Office. 

Betts was relieved and then led the man he 
suspected of attempting to rob him into his 
private office, where the latter in the quar- 
rel drew a big knife, saying: 

“ You have given me the worst of it for the 
last time.” 

Betts sprang backwards to an open desk, 
from which he caught up a revolver and com- 


} pelled the man to disarm. 


Soon after the roulette game ceased, the 
player from Chicago drawing out about $10,- 
000. The party of visitors walked over to 
Broadway and encountered the discharged 
employé. He attempted to make an expiana- 
tion. The Standard Oil lawyer remarked 
that he would have been well served if Betts 
shad shot him. The man thereupon knocked 
the lawyer down. | 


Pittsburg May Compel $5,000,- 
000 Steel Plant to Close. 


BOUND TO SAVE THE LAWNS. 


Residences Not to Be Smothered in 
Clouds of Ore Particles.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 28.—[Specia].]—The 
Jones & Laughlin steel works, costing 
$5,000,000, may be compelled to leave Pitts- 
burg under a decision of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme court today, forbidding it to per- 
mit ore dust to escape from its furnace 
stacks. 

The decree of the Supreme court ends a 
long struggle between the Jones & Laughlin 
company and the citizens of the Oakland 
residence district of Pittsburg. 

The company uses Mesaba orein the manu- 
facture of Bessemer pig iron and the dust 
resulting from the process threatens the de- 
struction of houses, lawns, and trees of the 
finer districts of the city. 


How the Dust Flies. 

Mesaba ore comes in the form of a dust. 
The finer particles when dumped into the 
furnaces are blown out again when the bell 
is lifted and a load of coke, limestone, or ore 
is dumped into the furnace. When the wind 
is blowing this dust is carried miles away 
and lawns, trees, houses, and rooms are 
sifted with the fine brown dust. 

In the Oakland residence district the com- 
plaints became so common that a board of 
trade was organized and united action result- 
ed in the suits against the company.

- The first law suppressed the unauthorized 

teaching orders, which had for a long time 

carried on-their vocation despite the lack of 
legal sanction. The new law does not maks 
any distinction between authorized and un- 
authorized congrégations, but sweeps away 

the whole fabric of teaching by religious 

orders, thus, in effect, substituting the sys- 

tem of state schools for those heretofore 

conducted. by the orders. 

' Besides affecting the educational system, 

the passage of the bill is the achievement of 

the principal work undertaken’ by Premier 

Combes, and it is believed that the premier 

will now voluntarily retire. 


End of Long Contest. 


The parliamentary battle over the bill was 
one of the severest which the chamber of 
deputies has seen in recent years. The mi- 
nority failed to develop any.serious strength 
but carried its obstruction to the point ofa 
fine art, and moreover Premier Combes suf- 
fered severely by defections from his own 
side, but he maintained his majorities on 
the main features of the bill and the closing 
vote was in the nature of a personal triumph 
for him. 

The bill, which still has to pass the senate, 
though no serious opposition to it is antici- 
pated there, forbids all teaching by the re- 
ligious orders in the territory of France 
proper and provides for the suppression 
within ten years of all orders actually hold- 
ing an authorization to teach. 

An amendment which was carried despite 
the wishes of Premier Combes renders the 
measure inapplicable to the colonies, but 
does not affect the power conferred on the 
government by the law of 1901 of closing 
such schools in the colonies by decree. 


Effect of the New Law. 


The existing congregations are prohibited 
from recruiting new members, and their 
novitiates are accordingly suppressed at 
once, with the exception of a few which are 
destined solely for the purpose of training 
teachers for service in the colonies. These 
latter, however, are forbidden to enroll 
minors. Severe penalties attach to any at- 
tempt to evade these provisions. 

The property of the authorized congrega- 
tions is to remain untouched until the closing 
of their last school, when a liquidator is to 
be appointed to wind up their affairs, pen- 
‘sioning the survivors and returning to the 
owners and donors bequests which have been 
conditionally made, and applying any sur- 
plus to the purposes of secular education. 


POPE PIUS MAY DEFY FRANCE. 


Strained Relations Between Vatican and 
the Combes Ministry Expected to 
Reach Crisis Soon. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, March 28.—Following Ambassador 
Nisard’s energetic protest against the pope’s 
allocution against the Combes government, 
the papal rejoinder is expected to take the 
form of a.strong encyclical to the French 
episcopate, widening the breach that already 
exists between France and the vatican. It 
will appeal to Catholics to withstand the at- 
tempted demolition of catholicism in France. 

To a cardinal, who expressed a fear that 
the recall of the French ambassador from 
the vatican would result in the abolition of 
the concordat, the pope is said to have re- 
marked that “‘ the church thrives best when 
there is no nuncio and no concordat exists,” 
and quoted America and England in point. 

Though President Loubet will not visit the 
pope when he comes to Rome, it is stated 
that Foreign Minister Delcasse will visit 
Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal secretary 
of state, though informally. But compro- 
mises are impossible as long as Combes re- 
mains premier of France. '

BURTON IS STILL A SENATOR. 


Expulsion Must Be Voted Before He 


Loses His Seat—hansan’s Case 
Without Precedent. 


Washington, D. C.. March 28.—[Special. )— 
Senator Burton does not lose his seat by the 
mere fact of his conviction. He has been 
prosecuted and convicted under a statute 
which provides punishment in ordinary form 
and which also disqualifies a person guilty 
of its violation from holding any office of 
trust or profit under the United States. This 
statute, however. is not automatic, and Mr. 
Burton can retain his seat in the senate, even 
if his conviction is sustained on appeal, until 
two-thirds of his colleagues vote to expel 
him. 

More than a hundred years ago the senate 
decided members of congress were not offi- 
cers of the United States. For that reason 
the senate refused to try one of its members 
who was impeached by the house. The con- 
stitution specifically declares each house 
shall be the sole judge of the qualifications of 
its own members. It is evident, therefore, 
that no court by any judicial proceeding 
whatsoever could take action which would 
of itself determine the right of a senator to 
his seat in the upper branch of congress. 

There is no doubt a two-thirds majority 
would. expel Mr. Burton if his conviction 
should be sustained on appeal. In fact, a 
guiet intimation has been conveyed to him 
that it would be just.as well if he should not 
return to the senate until his case finally 
has been disposed of. 

Members of the senate committee on priv- 
fleges and elections have discussed informal- 
ly the conviction of Senator Burton, but 
until the matter comes before the committee 
the members are loath to give their personal 
views. 

- Benators do not know of any precedents as 
no convictions of senators are within the 
recollection of the oldest senators. 


VERDICT OF GUILTY RETURNED. 


Jury Deliberates for Forty-one Hours— 
Senator Burton Retains Perfect Self- 
Possession During Ordeal. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 28.—[Special.}—Jo- 
seph Ralph Burton, senior United States 
senator from Kansas, was convicted by a 
jury in the United States District court to- 
day on the charge of having accepted com- 
pensation to protect the interests of the 
Rialto Grain and Securities company of St. 
Louis, before the postoffice department. The 
jury deliberated forty-one hours. ; 

A motion for a new trial immediately 
was filed by counsel for the senator. Judge 
Adams thereupon ordered that Senator Bur- 
ton appear in eourt either in person or by 
proxy. at 10 o'clock from day to day until 
the court has heard the arguments for a new 
trial, and if decided against him, to fix his 
punishment.’ 

Senator Burton's recourse, fn case his mo- 
tion for a new trial is denied, is an appeal 
to the United: States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, which body is the final arbiter in his 


case. 
Senator Burton Enters Room. 

The senator came into the courtroom at 
12:10 o’clock. He had been sent for a half 
hour before and the long’delay caused a 
rumor to spread that he had collapsed. Few 
people were in the courtroom when ue en- 
tered. He took his seat by the side of his 
attorney. Mr. Lehmann, and looked the 
jurors in the face as they entered. 

** Have you reached a verdict in the case?” 
asked the judge. 

** We have,” said the foreman. 

“ Hand it to the clerk,”’ said the court. 

Judge Adams looked at the verdict and said: 
“You have made no disposition of count 
three.”’ | 

‘We have agreed as to that,"’ said Mr. 
Charles Walla, the foreman. 

The judge instructed the jurors to retire 


‘fand include their findings as to count three 


in the written verdict. 


Not a Word Is Spoken. 

During the fifteen minutes the jury was 
out not a word was spoken in the courtroom. 
A funeral service could not have been more 
solemn. Neiiuwer W. H. Rossington. Charles 
B. Smith, Congressman P. P. Campbell, nor 
other friends of Senator Burton were present 
at this time. Senator Burton sat immova- 
ble. looking neither to the right nor the left. 
The jury returned again at 12:26. 

‘* We, the jury, find the defendant guilty 
on counts one, two, six, eight, and nine in 
the indictment, and not guilty on count num- 
ber three.”’ 

There was no perceptible change in Sen-. 
ator Burton’s countenance when the verdict 
was read. Judge Krum asked to have the 
jury polled. Each answered that the verdict 


was his own. 


Judge Krum forthwith presented a motion 
for a new trial. The court replied that the 
bond of $5,000 was entirely sufficient. The 
court did not pass sentence. 


Mr. Burton Lights a Cigar. 

Court having adjourned, Senator Burton 
calmly lighted a cigar, and, turning to his 
attorneys and his private secretary, Col. W. 
W. Smith, began a conversation fn a low 
tone. He appeared completely composed. 

Senator Burton went. directly fron? the 
courtroom to the Southern hotel after the 
verdict was rendered and retired to his room 
for rest. After a time he went down to the 
hotel lobby and sat around talking with 
friends who occasionally dropped in. Ap- 
parently he was nervous and his appearance 
was worn, the anxiety of the last week hav- 
ing perceptibly left its effect. 

When asked if he had anything to say 
concerning the verdict he hesitated a few 
moments and then, with a gesture of his 
hand, said: 

“TI refer all inquiries to my attorneys. 
You certainly appreciate the situation and 
understand I have nothing to say.”’ 


Fight for Burton’s Seat Begins. 

Topeka, Kas., March 28.—([Special.)}—Law- 
yers who are close to Gov. Bailey regard the 
conviction of Senator Burton as practically 
the end of his service in the United States 
senate, and the contest for the place, it is 
belleved, will commence at once. 

Gov. Bailey left the city shortly after the 
news of Senator Burton's conviction was re- 
ceived. He refused to taik on the subject, 
and said he would not make any commen‘ 
upon it In any way until after the United 
States senate had taken action. 

“It would be discourteous,” sald the gov- 
ernor, “ and I would be going out of my way 
were I to say anything concerning the mat- 
ter.” 

Politicians close to the chief executive ex- . 
press the belief that the choice of Senator 
Burton’s successor lies between Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow of Sa- 
lina, Kas., who was instrumental in the pros- 
ecution of Senator Burton; Cyrus Leland Jr., 
former #epublican national committeeman’ 
from nsas; and W. R. Stubbs, chairman 
of the state central committee.

HOST OF FLOOD 18 OVER 


POINTS IN SOUTHERN INDIANA 
HAVE YET TO PASS CRISIS. 


Wabash and White Rivers Will Re- 
quire at Least Two Days to Empty 
Themselves of Surplus Water— 
Grand Rapids and Saginaw, in Mich- 
igan, Still in Trouble—Losses Will 
Amount to Millions—Several Deaths 
Reported in Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—Northern 
and central Indiana, including the capital 
city, have seen the worst of the flood and 
are now repairing the heavy damage. 

Cities and towns at the headwaters of 
the Wabash and White rivers are beginning 
to reappear from the waters; but southwest- 
ern Indiana has yet to see the worst. The 
crest of the flood will reach the Ohio river 
in two days. | 

White river at Indianapolis reached sev- 
enteen feet seven and three-quarters inches 
above low water mark, a record height. It 
is estimated the damage in this county will 
reach $2,225,000 and north of this county an 
additional! $1,000,000. In this city 1,200 fami- 
lies were driven from their homes. 

Eight lives have been lost In the Indiana 
flood in two days, and the total property loss 
in the state has been estimated at from §$8,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. 

PETERSBURG.—White river above here is 
thirteen miles wide in places and twenty feet 
deep in the channel. Patoka river, which flows 
through the center of the county, is three miles 
wide for nearly forty miles. The loss is already 
$250,000. The wheat is ruined.

Although the rdéles she as- 
sumed were not the most important in grand 
opera, there was never a performance in 
which she appeared when the audience was 
not keenly conscious of} her presence. 
* Fritzi"’ has a personality which will not 
be overlooked. It makes itself felt the mo- 
ment she comes into sight and it keeps the 
spectator aware of its existence as long as 
she remains on the scene. Thusit came that 
every patron of grand opera knew Fritzi 
Scheff, and thus it came that her entrance 
into the fleld of light opera brought before 
the public a singer and actress predestined 
to enjoy unusual popularity. 

Last evening at the Lllinois she captivated 
her audience and a greater and more truly 
merited success has not been achieved here 
by any singer in light opera in many seasons. 
Not since Alice Nielsen first appeared here 
has so charming and dainty an actress and 
so excellent a singer been heard here in light 
opera. It is of Miss Nielsen that Fritz! 
Scheff reminds. There is the same piquant, 
bright personality, the same spirit and ani- 
mation. Only Miss Scheff is more elegant, 
more chic than Miss Nielsen ever was, 


As for Miss Scheff’s singing, it is a thing 
apart so far as the comic opera world today 
is concerned. Only Alice Nielsen at her best 
and Lillian Russell in her palmy days have 
sung as she sings. Her voice is as clear, 
as true, and as birdlike as it was when 
last heard in grand opera, and her manner 
of using it is just as careful and as artistic 
in every way as it then was. She has been 
given some effective music to sing by Mr. 
Herbert,. her entrance song being tuneful, 
the duet with Marcel being a neat bit of 
writing, the Vivandiere song in the second 
act having a taking swing, and the waltz 
song in the last act enabling her to display 
her voice and method to advantage.

“TI ask for no immunity on the ground I 
am a woman,” retorted Miss Haley. “I am 
responsible as an individual for what I say. 
I* have not said anything at any time re- 
flecting on this board.” 


Criticises Referendum Advocates. 

The decision of the board also began with 
a criticism of the tendency on the part of 
the referendum ‘advocates to ascribe venal 
motives to all who disagreed with them or 
any tribunal which might decide against 
them. Some of the, arguments made had 
been similar to those by municipal ownership 
speakers whom the council committee on 
local transportation reproved in the public 
hearings on the Chicago City tentative or- 
dipance. 

“Charges that members of the board are 
in collusion,” said the decision, ‘‘ when such 
are totally without foundation, cannot but 
cause irritation on the part of those unjustly 
criticised and unnecessarily delay a speedy 
decision of the question and, usually speak- 
ing, prevent as correct conclusions being 
reached as could otherwise be obtained.’’ 


Favor a Smaller Percentage. 

The decision referred to the difficulty In 
verifying ordinary sized petitions, and said 
that in case of the large ones all practical re- 
sults would be accomplished by requiring 10 
or 15 per cent of the voters in place of 25 as 
at present. As this is one of the things for 
which the Referendum league has always 
contended, its members at once asked the 
commissioners to join with them in securing 
the change in the law. 

“ The petition, on the face of it, appearsto 
be valid and genuine,” says the decision. 
“If time permitted for an exhaustive exami- 
nation it might be shown a sufficient number 
of signers were not registered to bring the 
petition within the law. From the present 
limited investigation the board would not be 
justified in finding a sufficient number of 
registered names are not signed. Hence the 
propositions will be printed.” |

DEFEND ACTS OF JUDGE SWAYNE. 


Minority Members of House Committee 
Make Report Justifying All 
His Acts, 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—[Special. ]— 
A minority of the house committee on judi- 
clary, headed by Representative Gillette of 
California, today submitted a report defend- 
ing Judge Swayne of the Northern Federal 
district of Florida, who has been charged 
with offenses upon which the majority rec- 
ommended his impeachment. 

The report takes up each accusation in suc- 
cession and explains the circumstances and 
reasons for the judge's actions. It is assert- 
ed that he was a resident of the state and 
that in every instance that he cited persons 
for contempt of court he was within the law 
in so doing and did not transgress any rules 
of practice or propriety. 

The report holds that Judge Swayne has 
been wrongly accused and isthe victim of his 
enemies in the south. 


PRIZE MONEY TO BE DIVIDED. 


Final Decree in Litigation Which Fol- 
lowed Capture of Spanish Vessels 
' at Manila Is Entered. 


Washington, D. C.,- March 28.—Justice 
Gould of the District Supreme court today 
signed the final decree in the long litigation 
-over prize money for the capture of Spanish 
vessels and stores at Manila on May 1, 1898. 
The sult was instituted by Admiral Dewey 
and others of the capture. Under the decree 
the $828,678, the amount at which the valus 
of the captured vessels and stores was fixed, 
will be divided after the cost of litigation 
are deducted, one-half to go to the captors 
and one-half to the navy pension fund. The 
only step now left in the litigation is the 
fixing of the amount of the costs to be 
charged against the fund. 


“MOTHER” JONES WILL APPEAL. 


President Roosevelt’s Interference to Be 
Asked Because of Her Deportation 
from Trinidad. 


Denver, Colo., March 28.—‘* Mother” 
Jones, who was deported by the military 
from Trinidad, left Denver today for Crested 
Butte, and will work among the miners of 
Gunnison county, where martiai law has not 
been established. She said that the militia- 
men did not give her time to get her clothes 
before leaving Trinidad. 

She has telegraphed President John Mitch- 
ell of the United Mineworkers of America 
concerning the treatment she received, and 
has asked him to take the matter before Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

A censored telephone message from Tellu- 
ride today said that all deported miners who 
attempted to return have been turned back by 
the military, except Stewart B. Forbes, who 
was arrested. Five more arrests were made 
at Telluride today.

It is worthy of note that whereas the name 
of her brother, ex-Archduke Leopold, now a 
Swiss citizen of the name of Wolfling, ts 
given in small print, hers is printed in the 
same type as that of the archduchesses and 
other members of the imperial family. As 
this would not have been done without spe- 
cial indications from the department of the 
imperial household at Vienna, it may be 
-taken to confirm the belief that, whereas the 
exclusion of ex-Archduke Leopold from the 
Hapsburg family is final, that of his sister, 
the ex-crown princess, is temporary. 

Although there is but one occupant of a 
throne—namely: Queen Marie Amelie of 
Portugal, who, as a full fledged and experi-

R. JAMES B. HERRICK spoke yes- 
terday morning at the Schoo] of Do- 
mestic Arts and Science upon the way 
in which certain diseases are baffled 

by natufe herself. The beginning of 

the lecture was a description of the low forms 
of plant life, microérganisms, how they enter . 
the body and produce certain diseases. 
Why 4o certain bacteria produce different 
effects and why do bacteria of the same sort 
produce different results in different indi- 
viduals? The mystery of disease was large- 
jy cleared up and we saw the process of the 
‘toxin manufactured by the invading micro- 
irganisms and its antidote manufactured 
the body in defense. Certainly much of 
the terror which always hovers about ig- 
norance is to be done away with. This. one 
fact that the human body does defend itself 
against a foreign enemy is most encouraging; 
but upon further study we find that the suc- 
eess of this defense largely depende upon the 
power of resistance in the patient. It is 
well known that a body used to alcohol hasa 
greatly impaired power of resistance. . 
About 60 per cent of “alcoholics” die in 
eumonia. Any forced methods of living 
hich disturb the regular economy of the 
body unfit it for resistance in disease. Now, 
this information concerning the power of na- 
ture to produce its own antitoxin was clearly

In little children and to send children hap- 
pily to bed should be one of the mother’s 
most ordinary tasks. 

Occasionally one meets a mother whoi does 
not understand the child’s_world, having 
forgotten her own early days and their illus- 
ions, or who is afraid that fancy and its 
imageries Will lead her child into deceit. 
While the most exact and rigid truthfulness 
should be practiced in our dealings with 
children, and they thembelves should. be 
taught to shun equivocationm and every form 
of lying, still we need not fear to let imagi- 
nation give them pleasure. 

The main thing with children is to have 
them well started with good principles, which 
they will carry through life. Obedience, 
truth, unselfishness, purity are essential, and 
these can all be lovingly cultivated, and will 
flourish in the right home atmosphere. 

When the nursery brood is undressed and in 
bed, the lights turned low, the room quiet 
for the night, the mother, or nurse, or elder 
sistef, or the kind auntie, who Is still to be 
found in some fortunate houses, should have 
a little fund of stories on which to draw for 
the small listener’s pleasure before they 
embark on the train for dreamland. 

They early learn to discriminate between 
the false and the true; or perhaps it would 
be better to say that they learn to find the 
truth wrapped up in the husk of the story.

GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


There is an Inclination to look for spec- 
tacular and dramatic doings in the corn pit. 
It looks as though Armour was in for an ag- 
gressive bull campaign, and as the Bartlett- 
Patten party had bene operating on the 
bear side and are supposed by their follow- 
ers to know a few things about corn, it is 
hoped there will be enough of a fight on the 
part of the shorts to make the game inter- 
esting to the noncombatants, The Armour 
interest has had a big line of May corn for 

me time, which was taken on on the first 
ate when the market was on the way 
up to 58c. There was a later reaction to 50c, 
and the holding has shown a loss presumably 
until yesterday, when the market shot up 
1%c and closed at 550. The bull campaign 
has the help of light receipts everywhere, 
the basis of claims farmers have light re- 
serves and will hold for higher prices. Ar- 
mour advices from the country indicate also 
there are fears in some sections “that the 
corn will not keep well, and that in places 
there is a lack of good corn for seed. The 
bears have had an argument in the relatively 
low price of cash corn, but the Armour 
campaign is taking {t away from them rap- 
idly. This interest is bidding up the corn of 
good quality in the receipts, and choice No. 8 
corn sold within 80 of the May at Sic, while 
the No. 2 corn was taken at May price. The 
corn receipts are light, the quality much. bet- 
ter, and the cash corn can be bulled at a 
cost which is insignificant compared with 
the helpful effect of booming cash prices on 
the speculative market. The Bartlett-Pat- 
ten party were ¢he principal bulls on the 
original upturn, but they took the other side 
of the market on the way back and are now 
convinced that there is plenty of good corn 
in the country. There is supposed to be a 
big short interest In the May and ‘also a 
number of tailling longlines. There isa good 
deal of glamour around the Armour prestige 
in grain operations and a good deal of dis- 
position on the part of the local trade gen- 
erally to follow the Armour lead. The corn 
market is likely to be an interesting one for 
some time, all the more so if it is true, as 
some people in the trade think, that there ts 
some feeling between the leading bulls and 
the leading bears. The Bartlett-Patten party 
is supposed-to be heavily short of May oats, 
and. the Armour interest was bulling May 
oats as wellas Maycorn. Thetone of advice 
given to customers of his house by Patten 
does not altogether encourage the hope for 
strenuous resistance on the part of the 
bears. He says: “ This corn price of 55c 
for May shows that Armour has absolute 
control of the market. It undoubtedly will 
sell higher until he can drive the shorts 
in or persuade other people to come in and 
buy it so hecanunload. I donot believe that 
any one should make a trade in it unlessitis 
to close up outstanding contracts,”” — 
“There are three strong arguments in 
favor of the creating of a bureau for re- 
sampling grain,” said B. A. Eckhart of the 
grain committee. “ Great efficiency, more 
uniformity in the sampling, and the fact 
that the bureau would be a source of rev- 
enue to the board.

In fact, they have about given up all hopes 
of raising any winter wheat, and they are 
not sowing any spring wheat to speak of on 
account of the dry weather. They have had 
no rain yet, and at our western stations, 
“where ‘we had such a fine wheat crop last 
year, the are that we will not have 
much wheat. to handle the coming year. 
The prospects here are all right yet; it froze 
quite hard here last night and the night be- 
fore, but don’t think it hurt wheatany. You 
know most of our stations are in the wheat 
belt, but the indications are that we will 
handle a great deal more corn from this on 
than we will wheat from all our stations.” 


Some Minneapolis advices predicted that 
by April 1 there would be not over 2,000,000 
bu in country elevators, half of it sold to 
country mills. One elevator man wired he 
had sold all the wheat that remained in his 
country elevators to mills. Some were esti- 
mating that the country elevator stocks 
would show a decrease of 2,500,000 bu this 
month from 5186000 bu March 1. A year 
ago April 1 country elevator stocks were 
1,763,000 bu, the decrease in March 2,824,000 
bu. For two months these stocks have not 
been decreasing as rapidly as the north- 
western prophets predicted. It was claimed 
the Pillsbury mills. had received 1,200,000 | 
bu of 2,000,000 bu wheat stored in their coun- 
try houses and 600,000 bu more were on the 
way, leaving only 200,000 bu. ;

Memphis, Tenn., March 28.—[{Special.]— 
Carrying 116 pounds, and with the best fiel 
that could be mustered at this season of the 
year in competition with him, George C. Ben- 
nett’s Little Scout won the Montgomery 
handicap at Montgomery park today. 

Next behind him, but far back, were Corri- 

gan’s McGee and J. F. Davis’ Luralighter, 
and behind this trio the rest of the field of 
sixteen, as badly beaten alot as ever went to 
the post in an important race. Most of them 
were thoroughly beaten on their merits, 
without a vestige of excuse to relieve the 
disappointment of their owners and the en- 
thusiasts who had feyally supported them 
both in the future books and in the specula- 
tion at the track. 
It was perhaps the best race Little Scout 
has run’-during his career. Well hanai- 
capped, and admirably ridden, the son of 
Lamplighter gave an unquestioned demon- 
stration of his ability to go a distance at a 
good rate of speed, and to finish as gamely 
as it was ever given a horse to do. 

The race had a total value of $5,185, and 
was worth $4,435 to the winner. 


Victory Unhoped For. 

Owned, even though he is, by a local man, 
‘Little Scout's victory was not one hoped 
for. The following given Witful, De Reszke, 
the Corrigan entry, McGee and Haviland, 
Martinmas, and others quite overshadowed 
the play on Little Scout, and Mr. Bennett's 
horse was practically. neglected by a major- 
ity of the players.

Little Scout Gets Away in Front.

It wasa 
local holiday und the grounds were too small 
to hold the crowd comfortably. The club- 
house, with its pretty lawn, was filled with 
society people. There was also a liberal 
representation of out of town enthusiasts.

Of the five races that formed a setting for 
the handicap, two were for 2 year olds, and 
they brought out a really good looking lot of 
juveniles. In the four furlongs selling for 
colts and geldings, Barney Schreiber’s 
Buchanan, by Sain, dam Marjorie, proved 
best, but only after a sharp struggle with 
Mr. Corrigan’s Loonam and Pendragon from 
the stable of Scheftel & May. The latter, 
who is by Loyalist, looks like a colt that will 
give a good account of himself. 

Tichenor & Co. introduced a fast filly in the 
fifth race in Voltrice, by Dr. Rice, dam Vol- 
tine. This miss had_the outside position ina 
field of fourteen, but overcame that handicap 
admirably. She raced to the front in the run 
around the turn and had little trouble in 
keeping a safe lead to the end. The New 
Orleans filly Pinkie was lucky to finish in 
front of the others. C. R. Ellison's Lady 
Ellison was favorite, but Robbins was not 
alert enough when the barrier sprung and 
was left. 

Starter/ William Murray, who succeeded 
Fitzgerald, was given a severe tryout test 
in troublesome fields, but acquitted himself 
creditably.

The Chicago Fire Underwriters’ associa- 
tion, and its practice of fixing insurance 
rates for all its members, was set at defiance

& Co. in its bid of $37,500 premium on five 
years’ insurance of Cook county buildings. 

When the bids of seventy-six insurance 
firms were opened at the meeting of the 
county board, it was found that seventy-five 
were uniform, the exception being that sub- 
mitted by the Holmes firm. Adopting a new 
rate card on the county buildings issued by 
the association last Friday, the other firms 
had each offered to carry $1,566,000 insurance 
for five years for approximately $45,921, or 


Others Make Angry Protests. 

The discovery that Mr. Holmes’ firm had 
underbid them almost caused a riot among 
the other insurance men at the meeting. 

They charged that Holmes & Co. had 
ignored the new rate card on county build- 
ings and based its figures on that issued five 
years ago 

Ww. Dix ‘Webster of the firm of William B. 
Rollo.& Co., was among those who protested. 
“This sort of trickery will not be tolerated 
by the Underwriters’ association,’’ he stated. 
“ When the board advertised for bids,’it was 
Gistinctly stated that the rules of the asso- 
ciation must be conformed to. 

“We warn you not to accept the bid of 
Frank F. Holmes & Co.” 


Bids Before Card ts Issued. 
Acknowledging that he had based his bid

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS 


EAST BOUND SHIPMENTS OF GRAIN 
SHOW DECREASE. 


Rate War Between Buffalo and the Sea- 
board Not Affecting Through Busi- 
mess from Chicago—A. E, Stilwell Is 
Hopeful for His Line to Mexico—Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Offices Moved 
Into the New Building at Michigan 
Avenue and Jackson Boulevard. 


Although most of the freight congestion 
on the roads running east from this city has 
been removed during the last two weeks, 
and traffic is being moved more freely than 
in months, yet east bound shipments last 
week were not satisfactory. Instead of the 
expected increase, last week's record shows 
a decrease in grain shipments of 225,000 
bushels from the week previous, and, as 
compared with last year, there is a decrease 
of 641,000 bushels. 

Flour shipments were slightly larger than 
for the previous week, but: provision ship- 
ments suffered a decrease of 3,316 tons. 


East Bound Rates Maintained, 


The grain rate war between Buffalo and 
New York and Philadelphia does not affect 
the rates from Chicago. Rates from this 
city are firmly maintained. It is not likely, 
however, that the Chicago east bound roads 
would get much grain business at full tariff 
rates against the competition of the gulf 
lines if it was not for the grain rate war be- 
tween the Northwestern dnd Chicago Great 
Western, which forces a great deal of the 
Nebraska and Missouri river grain to Chi- 
o <As soon as the western roads have 
buried the hatchet and restored their rates 
the eastern lines will be conipelled to cut 
down their grain rates.

Owing to the introduction of a “joker” 
into agreements secured yesterday from con- 
tractors by the painters as the requisite to 
their returning to work after a three weeks 
strike, the employers declare the price 
decorating in Chicago will be 
once 20 per cent. The catch was found In the 
case of the paperhangers. They went out 
with the painters, although they then asked 
no wage advance, but now they demand an 
increase of 20 to 40 percent. The painters’ 
wages have been raised to 45 cents an hour, 
or 12% per cent. 

“The great advance asked by the paper- 
hangers is the surprise of the day,” said 
President Oliver 8. Rose of the Master Paint- 

ers and Decorators’ association. “ When 
the union business agents called on the con- 
tractore they told them painters must not be 
permitted to do paperhanging. Then the pa- 
perhangers followed this up with the demand 
that they receive 6 cents an hour. Taking 
into consideration the increase in the wages 
of all classes of employés, we will have to get 
15 to 25 per cent more for our work than here- 
tofore. I understand nearly a third of our 
members have signed the full union scale.” 


Seek to Enjoin Glaziers’ Union. 
The Glaziers’ union of the Brotherhood of 
Painters was made defendant in injunction 
suits starte@ by three complainants in the 
Superior court. Intimidation, assaults, and 
threats to kill are alleged in the bills to have 
been made by the union men. The concerns 


«e| which ask the protection of the court for 


their employés follow: 
“ Morgan Sash and Door company.

Four employés of the Morgan company 
allege that they were followed from the 
shop at Union and Twenty-second streets 
by pickets, who threatened to “ knock their 
blocks off,”” to put them “in the hospital,” 
and to kill them. The company granted its 
workers a time scale of wages after 4 
strike, and later, charging the men did not 
live up to the agreemént, went back to a 
piece scale. This brought on the present 
strike of the glaziers. At the three plants 
there has been repeated slugging of workers, 
and many of. the former employés doing 
picket duty have been fined in the justice 
courts. 

News in the Field of Labor. 

Sixty-five buffers and polishers struck at the 
worke of Adams & Westlake because nonunion 
brass moléers were employed in place of strikers. 
Commissioner W. M. Webster of the Chicago 
Brass Manufacturers’ association said the or- 
ganization would continue its policy until every 
one of the 6,000 union men employed tn its shops 
had gone on record or against sympathetic 
strikes. 

A fourth injunction case in the Superior court 
wes heard by Judge Brentano and continued to 
today. This was the bill of the sixteen brass man- 
ufacturers filed on Saturday. There are six 
unions and 160 individuals as defendants.

SAYS CHURCH MUST DECIDE 
ON MODERN THOUGHT TREND. 


Dean Hulbert of the University of Chi- 
cago Warns Protestant Ministers, 
That Crucial Point Is Reached. 


Dean E. B. Hulbert of the University of 
Chicago divinity school yesterday morning 
declared at the ministers’ conference that it 
has come to the point in America where the 
Protestant churches must decide whether or 
not they will conform to the changes t 
place in modern thought and teaching. 

“We must take some position, either for 
the old. or the new order of things,” he said. 
“If we hope to reach the people can we af- 
ford to ignore modernism?” 

Gerald B. Smith, instructor.in Christian 
ethics at the university, spoke on “ The Pres- 
ent Revival! of Interest In Religion Outside of 
the Churches,”’ and the Rev. T. B. Dewhurst 
of the University Congregational church told 
of the attitude of Browning, Tennyson, and 
Matthew Arnold toward religion. 

three,”” said Dr. Dewhurst, “ felt the 
importance of the changes in the attitude of 
men toward religion, and all raised their 
voices in expressing their own views. The 
literature springing up around us hagin it a 
new tone, one of rea} struggle and real life in 
a worldly world. Most of it is outside of the 
field of religion, but it freshens and adds to 
the conception of the religious life, and 
shows, in spite of its effortsto get away from 
religion, that man is inseparably and incura- 
bly religious.” 

The Rev. B. A. Green of Evanston said the 
church must not shut its eyes to the changes 
going on.
